Hotel Grtipste Lose Their Lives by 
Explosion and Fire. 


Drn^Msu, Au'<. 20.—Tlio (jnmry hofrol. 
on Lawroiico Rtroot bofcwüon 
tíovontponth 
and Elght.ponth strotHs, vras doinollshod 
by an explosion which occurrcd shortly 
nftor midnight. Tho oxplosion took plaoo 
lu tho rear portion óf tho buildinprfl, and 
its causo has not yot boon tiscortalnod. 
Thoro was no warniug oC tho Buddoii 
dlsastor, and it is oortaiu that a number 
of Ruosts and eniployos of tho hotol have 
lost their livos ill tho ruins, tho building 
being ft coniploto vvrock. 
It Is a inarvol 
that any escapod. 
Thus far only ilftoon 
people who aro known to havo boon in tho 
building at tho time of tho orplosiou aro 
acoounbod for. 


To add to tho horror of tho situation 
the ruins of tho big building took üro, 
and many unfortunates who woro not 
killod outright by tho crash woro slowly 
burned to doath. Their scroanis and plead- 
ings that thoy bo killod to savo them from 
torturo by flro woro piteous in tho ex- 
treme, but tho torrol' striokon bystanders 
woro powerless to render them any aid.

Tho forco of tho oxploslon, and the con- 
cussion of tho falling walls, shattered tho 
windows on both sides of Lawroneo street, 
from Soventeonth to Elghtoonth streets, 
and back of tho hotol, on Larimer stroet, 
the plate glass windows of all tho busi- 
ness houses woro utterly wrooked, and be- 
lated pedestrians woro badly injured by 
tho falling of glass and flying debris. 


Tho fronts of many buildings in tho 
vicinity were very badly wreckod. 
The 
hotel structure for 100 feeb along tho alloy,, 
and extending sovoiity-ílve feet towax'd 
tho front, was a mass of debris, 
Bx'iok 
and plaster were piled In heaps twonty 
foot high, and from this mass of wrockago 
could bo hoard tho moans of the injured 
and dying. 


Tho list of dead and missing now num- 
bers twonty-flve, maliing tho disaster tho 
worst that over occurred in tho city. Only 
eoven bodies have thus far hynn recovered, 
being tlioso of Manager Grouior and hla 
wife, clasped in each other's arms; George 
Burt, a Rock Island conductor;

Horse Hides, 


About ninety per cent, of all horse 
hides taken off are being tanned into 
leather nowadays and used in the manu- 
facture of boots and 
shoes, 
glove 
leather, imitation buckskin, etc. The 
value of tho hides depend upon theii 
size and condition, the most desirable 
coming from the large cities, where 
the majority killed are the result oJ 
accident. 
In such instances the hides 
are more nearly perfect than when the 
animal dies of starvation, old ago oi 
becauso of iioneral worthlessness, says 
tbe Breeder and Sportsman, 
At pres- 
ent hides will bring$1.75 to S2.50eacb 
in Chicago, while some of the Milwau- 
kee tanners, who make a specialty ol 
such hides are paying a little more for 
No. 1 skins. 


Foreign horse hides find their way 
into this country to some extent, lib- 
eral numbers coming from Russia and 
France. 
With horseflesh regularly of- 
fered in the French markets, the qual- 
ity of skins from that country is su- 
perior. 
The hide of a well-fed young 
animal weighs 
forty to 
forty-five 
pounds. 


Tanners usually cut the skins di- 
rectly across the backbone about eight- 
een inches forward of the root of the 
tail, dividing the hides into fronts and 
butts. 
The latter are" tanned separ- 
ately and finished after splitting on 
flesh side, and yield three to three and 
a half pairs af shoe fronts, Irequentiy 
known as "Cordovan," regarded as 
one of the finest in tho market. 
The 
fronts of the horse hides are usually 
converted 
into glovo 
leathers 
or 
finished upon the grain side into black 
shoe leather.

Cost ot Eleclric Coohias:. 


Inquiry is often made as to the cost 
of electric cooking. Nelson W. Perry, 
writing on this subject, gives tho most 
reliable data at present 
obtainable. 
The cost ot an electric lamp is taken 
at about one cent, per hour. One pint 
of water can bo brought from sixty 
degreesFahrenheit to the boiling point 
at tho cost of two sixieen-candle-power 
lamps lor one hour: or, by the use of 
the equivalent of five lamps, it can be 
made to boil in twelve minutes; while 
by the use of the equivalent of sixteen 
and a half lami)3 it can be made to 
boil in 3,7 minutes. 
Four or five cut- 
lets can be fried by employing tho 
equivalent of five lamps for twelve 
minutes. 
This includes the time re- 
quired for heating tho pan. 
When 
the electric oven is used, the equiva- 
lent of eighteen lamps will raise the 
temperature from fifty-three degrees 
Fahrenheit to 120 degrees in 
five 
minutes, to 25G degrees in ten minutes, 
to 356 degrees in fifteen minutes, and 
to 437 degrees in twenty minutes. 
At 
this rate, electrical cooking is still 
more expensive than ordinary methods. 
Nevertheless, its uso is daily increas- 
ing, 
Its great advantage is perfect 
cleanliness. 
Tho electrical 
kitchen 
hardly seems to be a kitchen at all. 
There is no heat from the fires, no 
smoke, and no dirty utensils. 
As soon 
as the "current" can be sold at a 
figure which will command its uso for 
kitchen purposes it will become uni- 
versal.—Philadelphia Ledger.

The lines of this original Constitu- 
tion of the United States run across 
tho sheet, and the penmanshix) is very 
coarse. 
The preamble, which so many 
of you can repeat, is separated from 
tho text by a narrow space, and thero 
is no attempt at fancy lettering in the 
©¡jening words, as there is in tho 
Articles of Confederation. 
Many of 
tho signatures are the same as are 
found at the bottom of the Declara- 
tion of Independeuce. 
The amend- 
ments, even the very first one, do not 
form part of this original, but are 
written upon separate rolls of parch- 
ment, and preserved in tin tubes that 
Htand in the corner of a closet. 
The 
number of these tubes is greatly in- 
creased by those that contain 
tho 
oflicial ratifications by the States. The 
earlier of these ratifications includes 
apju'oval of tho Constitution and of 
the earlier amendments. Later amend- 
ments, buch aa tho celebrated Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth, adopted at later 
dates, required beparute ratifications, 
and Bepanite tubes.

Tablo linen should be carefully 
looked over boforo washing, as soap 
sets stains. 
For fruit stains puts « 
small teaspoonful of tartaric acid or 
salts of lemon in a tablespoonful oi 
water. 
Stir until dissolved. 
Wet the 
stam with it, and lay the linen in the 
Bun again. 
Most fruit stains, if taken 
in season, can be easily removed from 
linen by putting tho stainert portion 
over a bowl and pouring a stream of 
boiling hot water through it.

to bo used. 
For iron rust use lemon

THE LIGHT-WHEEL CRAZE. 


SrUEEN DOORS AND WINDOWS. 


Screen doors and windows are a 
blessing which the tidy 
houskeeper 
can scarcely do without. 
By their 
proper adjustment and uso but few 
dies gain "n entrance even to 
the 
kitchen. 
Unless you are very handy 
with tools it will prove 
cheaper 
to 
imrchase the screena of the desired 
size already framed, and as a matter 
of durability, get those for the doors 
that are providedjwith corner irons, a^í 
they will keep thoir form longer, and 
provo more durable. 
For the lower 
sash of windows those that can be ad- 
justed or removed each day are most 
desirable. 


At the approach 
of winter 
both 
door and window screens should be 
cleaned and set away for use the fol- 
lowing seasoD, and after two years' 
use, if in an ex])oseii situation, the 
wire portion 
should 
be repainted. 
Thin, green paint gives the best ap- 
pearance, 
Be careful that the paint 
does not at some points remain and 
cover the ei^ace between the wires. 
Should it do so, simply free the brush 
from paint and push the end of it 
through the screen at the point of 
trouble. 
Doors frequently become 
warped or do not shut closely. 
By 
moving the catch or fastener up or 
down they 
can sometimes be made 
again to behave; if not, when jnitting 
away for the winter place them so 
the refractory part will be held in the 
desired position and by the following 
season they will be all right. 


In the absence of wire 
screens, 
common mosquito netting may 
be 
tacked to tho lower jjortion of the 
upper sash, and to tho window sill 
and sides, and will provo efTective for 
one season, after which it should be 
removed. 
This cloth is not desirable 
for doors.—iN'ew England Homestead.
